(the dog, which had ~~ his sole compan- 
ion, was crouched on his breast. The dog 
snarled and Lewis did not dare go near 
‘the body until after a policeman had been 
called and the dog had been lured from 
its vigil. The body of Williams was then 
removed to the morgue. 

Williams was an eccentric collector of 
curios and relics, and his room was found 
filled with these. He is said to have been 
born in England. It is not known whether 
he has any relatives in this country.

A message to the “Bad Lands" from Gov. 
Folk has been brought by ‘‘Markie’’ Gum- 
berts, one of the “big chiefs’’ whose place 


n the Compton avenue and Olive street 
district is w.dely known, 

Gumberts was just arising from a late 
seep and the reporter and artist were 
talking with him as he went through the 
process of making his tollet. After he had 
fixed the diamond in his tie and otherwise 
dnished the process of getting into his 
clothes, he led the way to the bar. 

Gumberts will not admit that he saw the 
governor on anybody's business but his 
own. He will not admit that he has told 
his confreres in the “‘buffet and cafe’’ line 
of trade the details of his visit to the gov- 
ernor in Jefferson City the other day. But, 
all the same, the word has been passed 
“down the line’ that ‘‘Folk won't stand 
for monkey business, and the wideopen 
proposition ain't going to hold.” 

The result is that the ‘buffet and cafe’ 
places are running on a decidedly limited 
schedule these days—and nights. 

Gumberts, himself, has swung to ultra- 
conservatism. His ‘“‘Compton Club” is now 
open only from 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
to midnight; his cooks and waiters and 
musicians are on “leave of absence; his 
table linen, dishes and silverware are 
packed away; his tan-bark ‘“‘annex,”’ which 
is a beer garden in summer and a ‘lower- 
less conservatory in winter, is deserted, 
save for the visits of the porter. who 
goes in there now and then to shave ice 
for the bar, and the ‘big stove which was 
wont to shine red with its heéeat-gtving 
slow, is as cold as the face of a Puritan. 

“I'm not taking any chances,"’ said Gum- 
berts. “I was raided twice in one night, 
and [ don’t want any more raids.” 

“I went to Jefferson City to see the gov- 
ernor,.” said Gumberts. “This is how it 
came about... You see, I run a straight 
restaurant here. I've got a pretty bg 
place and it stands me $150 a month rent 
on a long lease. The re’s just two entrances

Fire Chief Swingley, aroused by three 
collisions between fire apparatus and street 
cars within three days, declares his inten- 
tion of taking steps to cause the United 
Railways Co. rianagement to see that its 
motormen exercise more care in running 
past engine houses and across streets 
which are most generally used by fire 
companies. 

“Four firemen have been 
much damage done to fire department 
property ‘by these accidents,” he declared 
Wednesday. ‘Each of the accidents could 
have been avoided by the exercise of reas- 
onable care on the part of the motorman 
in charge of the car. 

“Motormen do not properly regard the 
red signal lights which flare at the. front 
of engine houses showing an alarm 
coming in; neither do they 
before crossing streets which, they know, 
are most used by the department vehicles. 
It seems that they do not even heed the 
gongs telling of the approavh of an en- 
wine, hose cart or truck. 

“There is no reason why they should not 
watch for the signal lights and recognize 
them; nor is there any good reason why 
they should not have their cars under full 
control when crossing streets which the 
department uses most. I intend to do all 
that Is possible to have the company make 
its motormen observe the rules of common 
care, in order that such unfortunate and 
dangerous accidents may be averted in 
future,’’ 

But for the skill and prompt action of 
Driver James Butler of Salvage Corps No. 
3 the collision Tuesday night between the 
Salvage wagon and a Delmar avenue car 
ut Leonard and Lucas avenues might have 
resulted in the loss of several lives. 

The salvage corps while running to a 
fire at 3934 Thomas street collided with a 
rapidly moving eastbound car.

NO RATE LAWS BY 
PRESENT CONGRESS 


Time Too Short and Senate Al- 
raedy Has Hands Full, Mr. 
Elkins Tells President.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—In spite of gen- 
erous indorsement of his Philadelphia 
speech, President Roosevelt is apparently 
resigned to the prospect that there will 
be no railroad rate legislation this winter. 
This developed after a conference held be- 
tween Mr. Roosevelt and Senator Elkins. 
Mr. Elkins hastened to assure the Presi- 
Jent that Republicans in the Senate agree 
with him that legislation must be enacted, 
but he expressed the opinion that nothing 
could be expected until the next Congress. 
Democrats say that the entering wedge 
in government supervision of great indus- 
tries nas been made by the favorable re- 
port on the Townsend-Esch bill to regulate 
railroad rates. They hold that having done 
this in the case of railroads, the Repub- 
licans cannot refuse to do it in the case 
of other great corporations, which, while 
not common carriers, are engaged in in- 

terstate commerce, 
The Republican ieaders of the House 
have decided to call a caucus of Repub- 


lican members to decide on a program for 
railroad rate legislation. The call will be 
issued in the near future.

Consideration,” Is Executive's 
Mandate to Attorney-General. 


SUGGESTED LENIENCY 
IS INSTANTLY VETOED 


Practically Entire Machinery oi 
Department of Justice Now Pre- 
paring Criminal Proceedings 
Against Beef Trust. 


By Wire From the Washington. Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—“‘Put some of 
the packers in jai! i there is any way 
» by which you can prove that they have 
violated and are violating the law.” 

This is the order the President issued to 
Atturney-General Moody after the cabinet 
meeting, when they discussed the Supreme 
court decision against the Beef Trust. 

Mr. Moody was inclined to be a little 
more lenient with the packers. On the 
theory that so long as the effect of the 
.®herman law, as applied to them. was 
in question, they technically were not 
bound by it, he was disposed to overlook 
their past offenses, and to go no further 
than to hold them to absolute compliance 
with the law as finally laid down by the 
Supreme court. 

Tt was his idea to give them a very-short 
time, but a reasonable time, to reform, 
and then if they do not obey the law in 
letter and spirit to institute criminal and 
civil prosecutions. But the President was 
not inclined toward leniency. 

“Show them no mercy,” was his man- 
date. “They have no mercy on the peo- 
ple, and they are entitled to no more 
consideration than any other lawbreak- 
ers. They have not obeyed the law as it 
was enunciated by Judge Grosscup.” 

Following the policy prescribed by the 
President, Mr. Moody its vigorously trying 
to secure evidence on which to Institute 
‘eriminal proceedings against the packers. 
He is being assisted by Commissioner of 
Corporations Garfield, who has been inves- 
tigating the beef trust with a small army 
of special agents for months, and by Dis- 
trict Attorney Bethea of Chicago, who re- 
ceived his orders from the President and 
Mr. Moody when if Washington 10 days 
ago. . 

. Practically the whole machinery of the 
“department of justice and the bureau of 
corporations now is directed against the 
beef trust. 


Packers Want Rehearing. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 1.—While District At- 
torhey Bethea will not discuss the beef 
trust prosecution, it is understood the ini- 
tiative will bé taken by Commissioner Gar- 
field, who soon will make a report on Nis 
investigation of the trust. 

District Attorney Bethea and Attorney- 
General Moody “have consulted Commis- 
Sioner Garfield and they believe that they 
Jave made a case against the packers. 
It is said that the way the packers have 
used the private car lines they own will 
be a feature of the prosecution. 

A single proved case of railroad rebate, 
either through private car line or other- 
wise, it is understood, would be sufficient 
to render the packers liable to punish- 
‘ment. 

The packers, through their attorneys, as- 
gert that the injunction has not been ‘vio- 
lated. They are now eoparing to ask a 
rehearing, so Attorney John 8S. Miller, rep- 
resenting the pac kers, intimates. If a re- 
hearing should be required, the plea wou! ld 
involve the declaration that the case really 
never has been heard on its merits.

Time and again the game 
little scrapper rushed blindly into Neil's 
left hand to be pushed back and swept to 
the ropes under a rain of sharp, clean-cut 
blows to the face and jaw. 

Hyland showed that he is a terrific body- 
fighter. Whenever he got into Neil, with 
those half-arm jolts, he slackened the 
champion's speed perceptib'y. He {fre- 
quently staggered him when he crossed 
over a right to jaw and in the twelfth had 
Neil in distress.

The amateur could not 
solve Neil's attack and persisted in trying 
to get to his body in the face of the hail 
of jabs and hooks that poured into his 
face.

Neil's left beaut a tattoo on Hyiand’s jaw 
in the ninth, but the youngster took it all 
and gamely bored in. He came up with a 
right hook to the chin which sent Neil reel- 
ing against the ropes. Neil also showed 
that he could take a stiff punch, for he 
bounded off the ropes and evened up mat-

Anti-Gambling Bill Passes With a 


Majority That Discourages 
Track Owners.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 1.—Tennessee, 
the cradle of the. American thoroughbred 
and the home of ‘some of the most exten- 
sive stock farms in this country, struck 
a body blow at race track gambling yes- 
terday, when the bill prohibiting book- 
making and pool selling anywhere in the 
State passed the state Senate by the over- 


a 


whelming vote of 25 to 7. 

A strong delegation of ministers and 
prominent citizens from Memphis, Nash- 
ville and the other cities of the state drew 
up and backed the bill. One prominent 
minister of Memphis has been speaking al- 
most constantly against the evils of race 
track gambling for several months. 

An amendment to the bill allowing bet- 
ting, but prohibiting the admission of mi- 
nors to the race tracks and also forbid- 
ding the sale of tips on or off the race 
tracks, was defeated by an overwhelming 
vote. Another amendment, allowing pool 
selling, but forbidding bookmaking, was 


also killed. 

The light harness men made a special ef- 
fort to save pool seling, which is the man- 
ner in which betting on harness races Is 
conducted. 

Tennessee has, several 
on which trotting and pacing 
conducted for short seasons each summer 
Billings Bark, one of the finest tracks im 
the United States, was canstructed at 
Memphis for trottera and pacers. Very 
little pool selling is conducted OR running 


races. 

Cella, Adler and Tillea of the St. Louls
